Soon a farm was acquired on which agricultural students 
through the years, have gained practical experience in farming. 
Later in 1940, a fourth expansion was made 

as the late Reverend and Mrs. Henry Harrison Haynes 

made a gift of their home 

for the use of the Academy in the field of Home Economics.

Athletics play an important role in Pinkerton life 
for the Academy has sought to train the 

body as well as the mind. 

It was for this reason that, in 1951, a fifth bough, 
in the form of the Shepard Field House, 
appeared on the site of Hildreth Hall, 

long a boarding house for Pinkerton students. 


In this field, the Academy sustains a competitive 
history of which to be proud, 

enjoying the title of 

State Football Champion in the years 

1956 and 1958, (the system of 

rating having been drawn up in 1951).

The girls, too, brought home honors 

of undefeated basketball teams 

in five victorious seasons.

In 1959, still another bough appeared 

as the Saltmarsh Building, 

gift of Frank and Mamie Saltmarsh, 

spread its leafy folds over the new 

library and English Department. 

And just four years later, the building which 
has taken the name of our revered alumnus,

housing an auditorium and cafeteria, as well 
as many modern classrooms, marked the final 
limb in the growth of Pinkerton, thus far.

Our three years reflect a proud history 


Pinkerton Academy! It didn’t seem possible! We, the 
class of °64, were really going to be a part of the wonderful 
school which had seemed so austere. 

When we first arrived as the class of 64, we were a 
heterogeneous mixture of confused and horrified sopho- 
mores. Maturity had not become a part of our mien. 

Choosing our class cheer and class colors came first in 
our P. A. careers, and soon we were well represented with 
our banner of lilac and white hanging with the others in 
Chapel. In a few weeks we had become well known around 
the campus as the “mighty class of °64.” 

In October we elected officers, Tom Sumner, President; 
Sue Indoccio, Vice-president; Bruce Clay, Treasurer; Mary 
Mayers, Secretary; and Student Council, Steve Broes and 
Jane Pelletier to lead us through our first year. 

Although Initiation saw us dressed as “Dopey’s” and 
“Lulu’s,” we realized we were finally becoming a part of 
our school and its activities. 

Our Sophomore Reception was the last one held in the 
Chapel. The fact that it was presented to us by the Seniors, 
just after we had been initiated by the Juniors, made us 
feel we were being drawn even deeper into the warm 
meaningful traditions of P. A. 

In June we were proud to have our class so well rep- 
resented at Graduation. Ann Reardon received a Latin 
Award, and Sue Levesque and Alwine Stock were present- 
ed Elias Haskett Derby Awards for the high scholastic 
averages they had attained during the year. 

Our first year was an exciting one. From the day we 
arrived, until 64 week, until Ed Beauregard became our 
first Letterman, until Sandy Weston become our first 
varsity cheerleader, and finally until Class Day when we 
shouted our class cheer, we became an integral part of the

As our second year of Pinkerton began, we found our- 
selves in the long awaited roles of upperclassmen, Our 
delusions of grandeur were heightened even more because 
this year there were two classes of underclassmen. Fresh- 
men had been added to the P. A. campus. 

Anticipating a busy year, we decided to start working 
early. We were the first class to elect our class officers. 
They were President, Tom Sumner: Vice-president, Janet 
Davis; Treasurer, Steve Broes; Secretary, Sue Indoccio; 
Student Council, Jane Hamilton and Ed Beauregard. 

Soon after the election, the whole class participated in 
initiating the Freshmen and Sophomores. On the designat- 
ed day in October, the underclassmen walked around 
campus wearing crazy headgear and signs indicating their 
class. The boys strutted conspicuously along wearing 
women’s hats or decorated bathing caps, jewelry, and 
make-up. The girls emerged with decorated nylon stock- 
ings pulled down over their heads. The day of jesting was 
our way of extending the warmth of our friendship to the 
younger members of P. A. 

After much consternation over what color and what 
size would be best, we ordered our class rings in 
November. When they finally arrived, the members of the 
Junior class were kept busy polishing their beloved rings. 

The Grinnell School gym was transformed one night 
in early February into a garden of oriental loveliness, 
complete with an arched bridge and a deep purple sky. 
Beyond the vine-covered entrance lay a Chinese tea room 
where fortune cookies and refreshments were served by 
doll-like oriental maidens. The long tedious hours spent 
by the various committees in developing our prom made 
it a success. Our “Night In An Oriental Garden” was the

With a record number of tickets sold, 
a wonderful play presented under Miss Garland’s capable 
direction, and a delicious spaghetti dinner served at the 
play party at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Duston in 
Hampstead, the only way to describe the play was as a 
complete success. Not only did we boost our depleted 
treasury, but we also had an enjoyable time doing it. It 
was a fun-filled and satisfying way to bring our Junior 
year to a close. 

Anxiously we returned to Pinkerton in September 1963 
to claim our long awaited positions as Seniors. Our pure 
elation was enhanced even more by the addition of the new 
Alan Shepard Building and an almost fifty per cent larger 
faculty. 

Autumn heralded the field hockey season. To com- 
pensate for losing the championship they had won the year 
before, the Senior girls challenged the Senior boys to a 
rollicking, action-filled hockey game. The boys made a 
valiant effort but were defeated, six to four. 

We decided to hold our Corn Roast on a beautiful 
star-filled October night at Chase’s Grove. After eating 
our barbecued meal under the tall pines, we went inside 
to dance. Even the faculty, some of whom twisted and 
danced with the students, had to agree it was a wonderful 


way to begin our Senior functions. 

We gave our Christmas present to the underclassmen 
when early in December the Sophomore-Freshman recep- 
tion was held in our new cafeteria. Perhaps it was the 
annual Christmas warmth, and perhaps it was just the 
warmth of friendships, but that night the divisions between 
classes seemed to melt, and a sort of fellowship emerged 
among students. 


Like all the things the class of °64 attempted, our 
Senior Play, It Happens Every Summer, was a tremendous 
success. The new Art Department equipped us with a 
beautiful new set which increased the play’s success. Miss 
Garland, the cast, and all the play committees were re- 
warded for all their hard work, because the class of °64 
had again sold a record number of tickets. After the 
Saturday night performance, the cast and committees 
enjoyed a dinner served in the school cafeteria by shim- 
mering candlelight. 

The taking, choosing, and ordering of class pictures 
reminded us that our too-short-year as Seniors had almost 
ended.
